To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately, in the 
County of Franklin: 


_GREETINGS: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you 
are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 
Town, qualified to vote in elections and in Town affairs, to 
meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, on Monday, the 
eighteenth day of February next, at 11:30 o'clock in the fore- 
noon, then and there to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose by official ballot all necessary 
Town Officers for the ensuing year: Moderator, Treasurer, 
Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, one Assessor for 
three years, one School Committee for three years, two Library 
Trustees for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for three 
years, one Cemetery Commissioner for two years, Auditor, Tree 
Warden, Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith, and two 
Constables. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray the expenses 
of the town for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Treas- 
urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
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year beginning January 1, 1957, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any noite or 
notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in 
accordance with Chapter 44, section 17, General Laws. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote that the Select- 
men be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits that may 
be brought in behalf of, or against, the Town, and employ 
counsel for same. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote that the Ceme- 
tery Commissioners be authorized to act as Sextons, their 
compensation for cemetery work and opening graves to be 
fixed by a vote of the Town. ‘ 

ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote that the Col- 
lector of Taxes be paid on a salary or on a commission basis, 
the salary or commission to be fixed by a vote of the Town. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to fix the sal- 
aries and compensation of all elective officers of the Town as 
provided by Chapter 41, section 108, General Laws: Select- — 
men, Assessors, Moderator, Town Clerk, Treasurer, Auditor, 
Collector of Taxes, Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith, 
Constables, Tree Warden and School Committee. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $3000 for the maintenance of highways under 
the provisions of Chapter 81, sections 26-29, General Laws and 
amendments thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $750 for the maintenance of highways under 
the provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws, said money to be 
used in conjunction with State or County funds, or both. 
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ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds in the treasury, a 
sum of money for Chapter 90 Highway Construction, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to transfer from 
“free cash” in the treasury, the sum of $25,500 to meet the 
State’s and County's shares of the cost of Chapter 81 and 
Chapter 90 Highway and Bridge work, the reimbursements 
from the State and County to be restored, upon their receipt, 
to the excess and deficiency account in the treasury. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $27,967.26 for the town’s. share of operating ex- 
penses of the Regional School District. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate, or transfer from available funds, the sum of $7,822.23 for 
the town's share of the Capital Expenses of the Regional 
School District. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $150 for Memorial Day Observance to be ex- 
pended under the auspices of American Legion Post of 
Whately. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will appropriate from 
the S. White Dickinson Library Fund the sum of $2,615.00 for 
the operation and maintenance of the library. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will appropriate from 
Road Machinery Fund a sum of money to purchase a Marmon- 
Herrington used truck. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to continue the 
Public Health Nursing District, comprised of the Towns of 
Whately, Sunderland and Ashfield. 

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
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the Board of Assessors to enter into a contract for a period not 
exceeding two years and at a sum not exceeding $3,000 for 
an expert appraisal of taxable real estate in the town and to 
appropriate from available funds in the treasury the sum of 
$1,500 to meet the 1957 payment on the contract. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Assessors to use the sum of $5,000 from Surplus Revenue to 
reduce the tax rate of 1957.

Selectmen’s Report 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


As required by the statutes of the Commonwealth of Mass- 
achusets we present herewith our report of the activities of 
the year 1956: 


In accordance with the vote of the annual meeting, work 
on Chapter 90 highway improvement was omitted in 1956. A 
small job of drainage in River Road was completed with 75% 
participation by the State. 


A substantial stretch of graveling was done on Long Plain 
Road, under Chapter 81, and a short section of permanent 
work on Chesinut Plain Road and some graveling on North 
Hatfield Road comprised the major improvements under this 
Chapter. Normal maintenance was unusually high due to 
winter damage to nearly all roads. Continuation of Long 
Plain Road, as well as further permanent work on Chestnut 
Plain Road at Sanderson's hill is planned for 1957. 


As referred to in our 1955 report, claims were filed with 
the State Flood Relief Board and the U.S. Corps of Engineers 
for reimbursement of flood damages suffered in the August 
1955 storm, and the sum of $542.40 was received from these 
sources to offset the $855 expense incurred. 


The State’s plans for the new bridge to be built on Chest- 
nut Plain Road at the Hatfield town line, under Chapter 90, 
have been inspected and accepted by your Board, and bids 
are expected to be advertised late in January, and no doubt 
the project will be completed during the summer. We have 
requested a September Ist completion date. 


With the purchase of a sander body, authorized at a spe- 
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cial town meeting, a big improvement in our winter highway 
safety has been effective. Unfortunately it was found that, 
due to engineering changes made at the factory, this body 
could not be fitted to our truck, and we therefore rented a 
chassis for the current season, and probably will recommend 
its purchase at the town meeting if it continues to work out 
satisfactorily. 


Late in 1956, we received notice of a grant of $8,453.76 
from the State as our share of the highway bond issue, to be 
used on local highway improvements. We have requested 
that $3,000 of this be approved as our share of a Chapter 90 
project for 1957, to be used for a drainage and widening job 
on North River Road and to continue Haydenville Road. The 
balance com be carried forward for another year for similar 
work.. 


The town hall auditorium has been tentatively approved 
by the State Building Inspector for basketball practice, but no 
games involving public attendance will be allowed. 


The cost of various categories of Public Welfare has con- 
tinued about normal, with Old Age Assistance still the high- 
est item. For the first time in several years, we have had ex- 
pense under Veterans’ Benefits, and in 1957 we have another 
case requiring payments under this category.

* These items are to be taken in full from available funds, and 
will therefore not affect the current tax rate. We also expect 
to use $2000 of our Post-War Rehabilitation Fund towards the 
Regional School Capital Costs item. 


With the Regional School now in full operation the budget 
for this item is greatly increased, while the local school budget 
is somewhat reduced. However, net increase for school costs 
is still more than $9800.00 over 1956, and we have been unable 
to find any means of offsetting this. We do hope for increased 
funds from the State to help this situation, but at the time of 
our Finance Board meeting, the figures were not yet available. 


This Board is strongly in favor of a revaluation program 
involving inspection of all buildings in town, with the excep- 
tion of tobacco sheds, by an outside professional firm, so that 
more equitable distribution of the tax burden may be made. 
Such a survey may be paid for out of free cash and we have 
recommended such an appropriation in our figures listed 
above. 


The following recommendations for salaries of town of- 
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ficers involves no changes, except that the estimate for tax 
collector's commissions is higher due to the increased com- 
mitments due to increased appropriations. Also Constable 
and Police services have continued to mount up and an addi- 
tional allowance has been made for that purpose. No salary 
changes are being made.

We have omitted any recommendation for Chapter 90 
Highway improvement work, since we do not believe that the 
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taxpayers will wish to make any appropriation from taxation 
for this purpose. Until the Act passed last year by the legis- 
laiure is clarified and corrected, we do not know what funds 
will be available from the State bond issue. If and when this 
is finally adjusted, it may be possible to use a portion of this 
money as the town’s share of Chapter 90 work. 


Until we have more information available in connection 
with funds to be received from the State on the Cherry Sheet, 
we are making no recommendation for use of ‘free cash,” but 
we believe a moderate amount can be safely used to reduce 
the tax rate. We will have a definite figure ready at the an- 
nual meeting. However, an increase in the tax rate cannot 
possibly be avoided.

During October and November, it was my privilege to at- 
tend an eight weeks Maternal and Child Health Conference, 
held each Tuesday afternoon at the University of Massachu- 
setts. Not only was it invaluable as a refresher course,. but it 
also introduced new practices being used. 


An epidemic of German measles occurred during April 
and May. Other reported cases of communicable diseases 
were small in number. 


The Salk vaccine was given by the school physician to 
all pre-school and school children, up to the age of fifteen at 
school clinics, who had their parents’ consent. The fifteen to 
nineteen year old group received their vaccine at the physi- 
cian's office. It was gratifying to have no reported cases of 
polio among our children this year. 


The Well-Child Conferences were held in each town. Dr. 
Low and Dr. Koehler of Greenfield were the attending physi- 
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cians. Two hundred and thirty-three pre-school children re- 
ceived examinations. 


The number of visits in the nursing district has decreased 
in comparison to former years. This has presented an oppor- 
tunity to begin a broader school health program, other than 
the routine weighing, measuring, physical examinations, 
vision and hearing testing, which are completed each year. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my gratitude to all par- 
ents, teachers and voluntary workers for their cooperation and 
assistance during the year.

This number should be memorized as 
you would a friend's number, your doctor’s number or any 
number you are in the habit of calling frequently. 


In 1955 there was a report of the purchase of two two-way 
mobile radio units in conjunction with CD matching funds. I 
wish to say that these have been installed and have proved 
worthwhile on several occasions this year. 


The State Civil Defense Agency has requested that each 
Town equip itself with audible signals that will cover the en- 
tire Town in case of emergency. I would like at this time to 
recommend that money be provided to be expended, in con- 
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junction with CD matching funds, for a 74, horsepower siren, 
which I believe will cover most of the Town. It will also be 
very beneficial in serving as a warning to fire fighters who do 
not hear the present siren as we find the present system very 
slow in notifying the men by dial telephone.

Report of the Tree Warden and 
Moth Superintendent 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


An apparently new and still unidentified disease has been 
found among the ash trees in the Town. Samples were given 
to the University of Massachusetts, but the disease could not 
be identified. Several residents have notified the Tree Warden 
of other trees that appeared to be diseased or failing, and in 
those cases where the Tree Warden was not positive of the 
cause, samples were sent to the University, the University noti- 
fying the resident concerned in writing of the results of tests 
and the apparent cause of the tree's failing. 


The triple row of trees in the center of town has been 
trimmed, a task the need for which had been apparent for 
some years. 


The roads of the town were again free of blowdowns, and 
the few small branches which fell caused no road obstruction. 


Dutch elm disease is still on the increase in every part of 
the Town. Prompt removal and safe disposal of diseased trees 
is still the best method of control, and 15 such trees were taken 
down during 1956, none of them being large. Ten trees found 
diseased during the year remain to be taken down under the 
1957 appropriation. 


Tree planting by the Warden has been continued and the 
money spent for this purpose is considered to be the best use 
of any money spent by the Town, and it is expected the prac- 
tice will be continued in 1957. 


Plantings by individual land owners on their property has 
been increased during the last year, and the plantings of re- 
cent years are lending their beauty to the landscape. 
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Insect and pest control, and Gypsy Moth work this year 
was a one-spray operation, applied during still evenings when 
the moisture content was high, conditions conducive to the 
most effective application and control. Results of the spray 
were apparent in the complete absence of gypsy moths, and 
the decreased evidence of other leaf-eating insects. 


Again we invite the townspeople to come to us with their 
tree problems, and promise our prompt attention and coopera- 
tion, so that together we may work in the best interests of the 
Town and its citizens.

Frontier Regional School 
Superintendent-Principal’s Report 


It is with great pleasure and pride that I make my first report 
to you as superintendent-principal of the Frontier Regional School. 

Needless to say, it was indeed an enormous task to start a 
new regional school with the numerous handicaps which con- 
fronted us. As many of you know, our buildings were not ready 
in September; consequently, we started the Senior High students 
only and we were housed in the Junior High School (formerly 
Deerfield H. S.) until October first. On this day the seventh and 
eighth grade students started classes. This created a bit of con- 
fusion inasmuch as the Senior High students had to move from 
the Junior High temporary quarters to the new Senior High wing. 
Several of the areas were not completed and consequently con- 
struction work was going on while classes were being conducted. 

I wish to commend, publicly, the combined cooperation of the 
students, faculty, parents and school committee, without which 
we could not have achieved the smooth-functioning conditions 
that now exist in our school. 

I would like to outline a few of the more important achieve- 
ments made by the new Frontier Regional School, as follows: 

Foremost in my mind is the fact that in assembling a new 
faculty, we were fortunate in being able to select a group that is 
a credit to any community. If we can manage to keep the bulk 
of our faculty for a few years, with only a slight turnover, I feel 
certain that the school will continue to improve. It is imperative 
that the townspeople, which make up our regional district, keep 
in mind the fact that in order for us to retain our teachers, we 
must meet the competition of surrounding towns regarding sal- 
aries,

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The courses of study at the present time is adequate to meet 
the needs of our students. The main exception being the fact 
that our industrial arts department which we had hoped to start 
in January, will not be in operation until September 1957. Our 
present courses will be expanded next fall to include, in addition 
to industrial arts, mechanical drawing, arts and crafts, third year 
Latin and Spanish if there is sufficient interest. 


New Programs Added 


We are particularly pleased with such new programs as: 
Guidance, Home Nursing, Band Instruction and Vocational House- 
hold Arts. Our facilities for these aforementioned programs are 
quite outstanding. In addition we have initiated a fine program 
of physical education. Much new equipment is being added grad- 
ually and it is hoped that in the near future we may be able to 
enhance our program further by the addition of a woman physical 
education director for the girls. 


The new cafeteria has been operating very smoothly with a 
very efficient staff of ladies. Many compliments regarding the 
service and efficiency of our program have been received, not only 
from local residents, but from out-of-town people and representa- 
tives of the state lunch program in Boston. Our cafeteria is feed- 
ing approximately 400 pupils daily, a very high percentage indeed. 

There is increased interest in our Vocational Agriculture pro- 
gram. Our facilities in this department are constantly improving. 
A recent newspaper article paid a high tribute to the Frontier 
Regional Vocational Agriculture Department’s outstanding On- 
The-Job Placement Program. 


Our athletic teams have shown marked improvement in all 
sports to date. Our school has gained wide recognition for the 
showing made. 


The squads are all very well equipped with the finest equip- 
ment available. The teams are also well-dressed, presenting a 
fine appearance at all times. 


All students have an equal opportunity to participate in our 
expanding extra-curricular activities program by virtue of the 
fact that special transportation is provided for those who live 
long distances from the school. 


The spirit manifested by our students has been quite re- 
markable. Much credit for this spirit can be attributed to the 
fact that our school is represented by one of the most outstanding 
groups of cheerleaders in western Massachusetts.

Theoretically, we can expect our enrollment to reach 651 by 
the fall of 1959; or an increase of about 185 students in just three 
years. Needless to say, such an increase means the need for more 
teachers, more books and more supplies. Regarding space for this 
anticipated increase; we have ample space for an enrollment of 
about 700. Consequently the Regional School District need not 
worry about accommodations for a few years to come, except in 
the case of some unusual developments in the Regional popula- 
tion. 


Plans for the Immediate Future 

At the present time we are in the process of purchasing new 
equipment for the Commercial department, such as posture chairs 
for the Typing classes, a variety of adding machines and any 
other necessary equipment for the improvement of this important 
department. A large number of books, encyclopedias, atlases and 
other audio-visual materials is being purchased for the Library. 
Many new pieces of gym apparatus have been ordered for the 
Physical Education department. It is hoped that by early spring 
all requisitions for necessary classroom equipment, as requested 
by the teachers, will have been purchased. 


Looking Ahead Further 


I have already .made plans to contact prospective teachers to 
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fill four new positions for next fall. The positions which will 
have to be filled are: One additional seventh grade teacher, an 
additional senior high social studies teacher, an art supervisor and 
a manual training teacher. 


We hope to improve our instruction program by grouping our 
various classes according to the abilities of the students. This 
can be accomplished better after a program of testing and also 
by the appraisal of the teachers. Once these sections have been 
established, it will be necessary for us to purchase books which 
are suitable and adapted to the levels of the classes. 


An Appreciation 


Out of the dreams of many people; out of the needs of our 
growing communities; out of the labors of many devoted workers 
for civic progress; there has been created a regional school, a 
living memorial to the highest ideals and aspirations of man. 


These people have labored long and arduously; they have ap- 
plied themselves to the smallest details as well as to the larger 
prospects which this monumental undertaking entailed. They 
have overcome many obstacles and found solutions to the in- 
numerable problems. 


The people of the Frontier Regional area can feel certain that 
the people who have served on the various committees to make 
these facilities possible, are alert, progressive and unselfish in their 
efforts. 


I wish to take this opportunity to publicly thank the Fron- 
tier Regional District School Committee for the exceptionally fine 
cooperation I have received from each and every member.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


Charles A. Pielock, Chairman

Dear Mr. Pielock: 

I submit to your Committee, herewith, my sixteenth con- 
secutive report, covering school affairs during the calendar 
year 1956 and discussing provisions for 1957. It is under ap- 
propriate headings, as I have done previously; and is accom- 
panied by specialized reports and additional data.

Last June our only reduction in the teaching staff num- 
bers came with Mr. Fleury’s terminating his duties as East 
Whately’s Principal with the passing on of grades seven and 
eight to the Regional school. There is currently at East Whate- 
ly a general double-grading situation, with plans made next 
fall to provide an additional teacher there and a single-grade- 
per teacher set-up at both buildings next September. 


The Art Supervisor now divides her time between the 
Union's elementary schools only, so gives one day each week 
to Whately’s schools instead of one day every-other-week as 
in previous years. We were very fortunate to have retained 
all our present classroom teachers and supervisors after the 
close of last school year. 


BOOKS, SUPPLIES, EQUIPMENT AND FACILITIES 


Under this heading, the first two items are obtainable 
readily, though prices increase steadily as labor costs soar. 
At the close of school last June I collected, and transported to 
the Regional school all seventh and eighth grade text and 
reference books, and other material not usable by our remain- 
ing grades, — this by vote of your Committee in agreement 
with those of the other three towns. 


Classroom equipment is sufficient for our needs, though 
the present desk and chair sets (obsolete ‘‘fixed-type”’ on cleats 
or plywood bases) are certainly no longer desirable by pres- 
ent-day standards. I had hoped to be able to request that a 
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start be made in 1956 towards replacing those sets with 
modern movable type sets, such as may be seen in nearly 
every school situation elsewhere; but funds were not available. 


At both schools the operation of oil-burning heating plants 
has made for comfort never obtained previously; and addition- 
al fluorescent lighting proves its superiority over the old fix- 
tures. I hope that in 1957 we may do something towards 
changing the lunch room location to the basement of the East 
School, and make the present lunch room available for class- 
room or recreational space. 


Transportation facilities are good now, but limited by the 
capacities of the busses carrying pupils to Frontier-Regional, 
—they are filled to capacity now. One bus contract comes up 
for re-bidding next June, Mr. Bardwell's West Whately routes; 
and at that time your Committee will have to re-evaluate all 
the routes excepting that to Northampton, to my very best 
belief. 


As I have stated previously, transportation of all Whately 
pupils, whether Regional, Elementary, or to Northampton, re- 
mains under your Committee’s jurisdiction and its costs must 
be included in your budget. 


EDUCATIONAL COSTS 


As this is written, the Financial Report (of our 1956 Ex- 
penditures) is not yet completed, so comparisons will be made 
between the 1956 Budget and the 1957 Estimate, and with ref- 
erence to the comparison of Income accruing to the town on 
account of schools in 1956 and its estimate for 1957. 


The total appropriation in 1956 was $53,680.00 and the 
1957 Estimate total is $48,008.00. That is a reduction of 
$5,672.00, or more than ten per cent; and it is obvious that it 
is practically wholly accounted for in the decrease from 
$7,926.60 (in 1956) to $2,084.00 (in 1957) in the High School 
Tuitions item. 


{) 


It must be recalled that Frontier-Regional was not formally 
established until last September first; so that my last year’s 
report, which stated a reduction of some six per cent in 1956 
from the 1955 budget total did take into account reduced costs 
beginning last September first. If we compare the 1955 total 
appropriation of $57,075.00 with the 1957 Estimate total of 
$48,008.00, we find there has been a reduction of $9067.00 be- 
tween them, or 15.99 per cent, which shows more clearly the 
actual impact of the Regional school on Whately’s economy at 
this time. 


I have mentioned previously, that transportation of all 
Whately pupils is your Committee’s responsibility; and one 
bus route had to be extended last September in order to carry 
grades seven and eight to Frontier-Regional. That accounts 
for the 1957 increase in Transportation totals (three items com- 
bined); and if, as I fully expect, one larger bus has to be 
operated to the Regional School next fall, more cost is in- 
volved. 


The largest single item in any school budget is Teachers 
(Salaries). As of last September first we lowered our budget- 
ary needs by one-third Mr. Fleury’s salary; but we adjusted 
that of the Art Supervisor in order to have her in the Whately 
schools one day per week instead of one day every other 
week, and the incremental raises account for the rest. 


If your Committee decides definitely on a one-grade-per- 
classroom set-up beginning next September, we shall need 
one additional classroom teacher at East Whately; and the 
1957 Estimate includes that provision. It provides for 1957 
salaries, however, on the basis of the existing scale, which is 
obsolete by present-day standards. 


Frontier Regional's initial teacher-salary scale provides 
$150.00-incremental raises yearly from a minimum of $3000.00 
to $4500.00 maximum for women classroom teachers in the 
bachelor’s degree column, — $200.00 more for men in that 
classification, throughout. And, already that scale is con- 
sidered obsolete. 


The currently-effective salary scale for Conway, Sunder- 
land, and Whately teachers is $2900.00 to $3800.00 in one- 
hundred dollar yearly increments; and Deerfield teachers’ 
new scale, beginning this January first (with budget-approval), 
is identical with Frontier’s present scale excepting for the top- 
most increment. Meanwhile, the State-wide minimum salary 
for all public school classroom teachers, enacted into law last 
summer, is $3000.00 per year. 


Your Committee agreed last fall, in conference with the 
Conway, and Sunderland School Committees, not to approve 
the teachers’ request for a new scale based on equivalency 
with Deerfield's teachers but to award merely an extra one- 
hundred-dollar increment “across-the-board” effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1957, given budget approval at Town Meeting. I have 
pointed out that this increment merely raises the present 
scale’s minimum to the State-wide legal minimum; and it will 
be of little help in hiring new teachers, let alone helping our 
present teachers combat higher living costs. 


Recently Amherst and Easthampton “upped” their salary 
scales to enable them to hire teachers for next September at a 
minimum starting salary of $3600.00. The general trend is 
$3300.00 to $3400.00 for such minima; and to bring our staff's 
salaries up to even those of Deerfield next fall would mean an 
addition to the Teachers” item in the 1957 Estimate of $500.00 
for the one-third year concerned, September-through-Decem- 
ber. 


In hiring teachers for additional positions, or to replace 
present teachers who may leave us for various reasons, two 
outstanding considerations are in order: 


1. Availability, — there is a definite scarcity. 
2. Quality, — for which we have to pay. 


By dint of hard work and considerable salesmanship it is 
possible to locate candidates, usually; and we have been for- 
tunate in the past. However, when locally-resident possibili- 
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ties have been thoroughly explored without success, we have 
to compete in open market for a scarce commodity; and there 
are no ‘discount shops” available to us. 


As previously stated, there is now a State-wide minimum 
salary for all public school teachers in Massachusetts; and that 
applies to both elementary and high school levels. It should 
be considered very carefully that under the present scales 
Whately pupils’ elementary school teachers’ salaries are not 
comparable to those of their teachers from grade seven up- 
wards. I urge your consideration of this situation most 
earnestly. 


Against our considerable budgetary costs there is the 
partly-offsetting aid of Income to the Town on Account of 
Schools, listed as “School Aid and Reimbursements” elsewhere 
in these pages. In the first column, headed “Received during 
year 1956,"’ I have only the statements from the State Depart- 
ment of Education stating those amounts are due the town and 
have been so certified, — have no way of assurance, as this 
report is written, that those amounts have actually been re- 
ceived. 


For 1957, my estimated amounts are computed carefully, 
with the topmost item entered only after checking with the 
State Department of Education. Actually, it appears to me to 
be rather more than if justified by the impact on Whately of 
the Regional School's establishing. However, the 1956 total 
income shown ($20,647.63) is over thirty-eight per cent of the 
1956 Appropriation. If my 1957 figures are correct, income 
will be over forty-eight per cent. 


MISCELLANEOUS DISCUSSIONS 


We need substitute teachers now, just as I stated our need 
for them a year ago. We now have just one lady who is 
available readily; and another whose duties are such that she 
needs quite a bit of advance notice to serve, and then is sel- 
dom available to us, — both have been splendid in their co- 
operation. I would like to have any other qualified persons 
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contact me at their early convenience, to provide for emergen- 
cies in that respect. 


Mr. Taylor’s report shows something of the work involved 
Union-wide in his field. This is only his second school year in 
our service; and since his contacts are very largely with pu- 
pils who have actual reading difficulty or who are generally 
slow, it would be futile to expect any miracles of accomplish- 
ment to date. Yet I have received expressions of gratification 
from several families Union-wide for results that have been 
obtained thus far. 


In Vocational Education, a situation has arisen which war- 
rants the earnest consideration of parents of vocationally- 
inclined pupils, — we used to locate those pupils pretty 
definitely when we had eight grades in elementary school and 
the transition to vocational school was direct, and relatively 
simple. Now all pupils go from grade six in elementary school 
to grade seven at Frontier-Regional; and if those so-inclined 
choose a vocational school after grade eight, another move is 
requisite. 


Beginning next September, I am assured that Frontier 
will establish an Industrial Arts curriculum there, — a very 
popular curriculum wherever it has been introduced, giving 
a wide acquaintanceship with the use of tools and materials, 
and connected with a high school diploma eventually. 


A glance at the Age-Grade Distribution chart, early in this 
report, shows very clearly the preponderance of “under-age” 
over “over-age” pupils in the lowest grades. I would like to 
urge, again, that the minimum entering age into Whately’s 
grade one be made five years nine months as of October first 
instead of the five years six months in present and past effect. 
The other three towns of this Union have five years nine 
months as a minimum; and it is a widely-accepted standard,— 
five years six months is just a bit too young. 


The upper age limit for work certificates is now eighteen 
years with the lower limits the same as heretofore. So, from 
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age 14 to age 16, a candidate for work must first obtain from 
me a “Promise of Employment” card, to be filled out by the 
prospective employer on one side and by a physician on the 
other, — that card is then presented and a work certificate 
made out. Between ages 16 and 18, no such “Promise of Em- 
ployment” card is needed; but direct application may be 
made for the work certificate. 


Applicants should apply at my office on school days be- 
tween 8:45 a.m. and 4:30 p.m., — if that is impossible, it may 
be done by appointment. Applicants working or at school in 
Northampton may apply for such certification at the office of 
Supt. of Schools William R. Barry in the Northampton High 
School building. 


CONCLUSION 


I have made no formal recommendations, as such; and I 
am assured that your Committee is doing everything that it 
can feasibly, to provide for Education in Whately in view of 
the economic situation. I offer my very grateful thanks to your 
Committee and to all others who have contributed in any way 
towards school progress this past year; and it is with a great 
deal of gratification that we may all agree: 

Our local educational offerings are extended freely to all 
people without prejudice.

I herewith submit my second annual report as Remedial Eng- 
lish Consultant of the Whately Schools. 

The advent of the Regional High School and the subsequent 
relocation of grades 7 and 8 has increased the amount of time 
available for work with the primary and intermediate grades. 
This new situation should prove most helpful in overcoming many 
remedial problems. This year I am present for two successive 
weeks at each school. 


I have been holding my classes in Mr. Fleury’s old room. 
This was a welcome move from the lunchroom where a certain 
amount of distraction was ever present through the natural ne- 
cessity of preparing lunch. 

The overall progress of the remedial pupils is good. There 
does exist the problem of the child who cannot benefit by remedi- 
al instruction given two weeks out of twelve. Happily there is 
also the type of pupil who needs only a slight boost to overcome 
his handicap. The majority of children need a steady diet of 
remedial work with a follow through into the upper grades. With 
this in mind I have discussed those children taught by me last 
year, with Mr. Thompson and the teachers at the Regional School. 

Once again I thank you for your ever present cooperation ex- 
tended to me throughout the year.

Dear Mr. Osborne: 

I submit herewith to you, my second annual report as super- 
visor of Art in the public schools of Whately. . 

I should like to take this opportunity to outline a few major 
aspects of this year’s art program. Before I proceed I should like 
to present the goals upon which the art program is oriented: 

1. All children have a great depth of creative potential. 

2. Art can be a direct medium for the release of these natural 

abilities. 

3. Each child deserves the opportunity to find the art medi- 

um most fitting for him. 

It is most important that the art work be made meaningful 
to the child. Therefore, the art program correlates with their aca- 
demic studies. Specifically, I should like to point out the fourth 
grade social studies units and how the art work is built around it. 
In the course of a year, the children cover several civilizations 
such as early caveman, Egypt, Greece and Rome. As they study 
each civilization, they may paint murals, build replicas of ancient 
buildings or create movies (to be unrolled on a broom handle). 
I have further tried to supplement these Art discussions with spe- 
cial visual aids. 

Another aspect of our program is to help each child find him- 
self; in other words, in which medium will he feel most comfort- 
able. In this respect I should like to thank you, Mr. Osborne, and 
the school committee for granting me the necessary supplies. 
This year each child will have had experience in using more and 
better materials such as colored pastels, clay tempera paints, 
charcoals and crayons. 

A program of evaluation has also been used extensively. Al- 
though more beneficial in the upper grades when the students 
have a firm command of art elements, it is a process which has 
its roots in the primary grades. Much can be gained by evalua- 
tion of one’s work, and children are helped to become objective 
toward their work. 

In conclusion, I should like to express my thanks to you Mr. 
Osborne, the School Committee members, and all the teachers 
and parents for your cooperation.

At this time I should like to speak of the adult who reports 
that “My Johnnie can’t sing any more than I ever could” or

First, let me argue that everyone can sing — true, some sing 
better than others as some can add and substract more easily 
than others, but all individuals have the capacity to become musi- 
cal. One of the greatest rewards of music teaching is seeing the 
happy light in the eyes of the one who says, “I can’t” as he finally 
achieves a measure of success in some phase of music. 

That brings me to the next point which I wish to mention. It 
is the aim of the class room teacher and the supervisor to use 
many different approaches in assuring the musical growth of the 
child. May I add that the approach used successfully for one 
class may not be the best one for the next, since classes differ as 
much as do individuals. Mainly we strive to use imagination in 
bringing music to children stressing less the “rote to note” meth- 
od, while providing more opportunities to express music in bodily 
movements, to dramatize, to listen to music, to play instruments 
and to create; in other words, we must orient children towards 
music that there may be ability to enjoy and use it in all types 
of situations. Thus we hope to create human benefits so that mu- 
sic will provide opportunities for better adjusted and happier in- 
dividuals. 

Let us never say that Johnnie and Susan are not musical, 
rather let us forge ahead with varied and broad musical exper- 
iences thus providing happiness for all.

Report of School Nurse

I herewith submit my report as School Nurse for the towns of 
Conway, Sunderland and Whately. 

Two hundred and forty-five school visits and thirty visits to 
the homes of sick children were made. 

The yearly weighing, measuring, vision and audiometer test- 
ings were completed. Any defects noted were referred to the par- 
ents for further care. Physical examinations were done by Dr. 
Boeh in Conway, Dr. Rice in Whately and Dr. Colleran in Sunder- 
land. 

Salk vaccine was administered by the School Physicians to 
one hundred and ninety pre-school children and two hundred and 
fifty school children under fifteen years of age at clinics held in 
the schools. The fifteen to nineteen year olds received the vaccine 
by request at the School Physicians’ offices. Unfortunately, the 
latter group did not respond as well as was expected to the priv- 
ilege of immunization. ] 

The reported cases of communicable diseases were quite low 
this year. The health of the children, in general, appears to be 
satisfactory. 

Dental clinics were held by Dr. Glade P. Hall of Florence. 
There is a definite need of an improved dental health program in 
the schools. 

Six children spent three weeks at the Greenfield Health Camp 
during the summer. 

I wish to thank Mr. Osborne, Mrs. Steinert, the School Physi- 
cians and the teachers and parents, who, with their cooperation, 
have made it so pleasant for me in this, my beginning year of 
service.
